Clifford Accuses 
South Vietnamese 
Of Ninth Inning Balk 


WASHINGTON (AP) -S e c re ­ 
tary of Defense Clark M. Clif­ 
ford accused South Vietnamese 
leaders today of balking at a 
peace talks arrangement “ in 
the last out of the ninth inning.** 
Clifford said the United States 
should go ahead with the peace 
talks with North Vietnam in 
Paris if President Nguyen Van 
Thieu continues his refusal to 
take part. 
The defense secretary told a 
news conference that President 
Johnson had a duty to go ahead 
with his announcement of the 
bombing halt, despite last-min­ 
ute South Vietnamase reserva­ 
tions, because Johnson had a 
commitment to North Vietnam. 
That arrangement was devel­ 
oped in secret talks in which 
Clifford said the Saigon govern­ 
ment was kept fully informed. 
“ I think the President owed it 
to the American people to pro­ 
ceed with the talks,*» Clifford 
said. 
He contended Johnson “ was 
absolutely right in not giving 
Saigon a veto over the plan.’* 
He declined to characterize 
the South Vietnamese action as 
sabotage or double-cross, as a 
reporter suggested, and said the 
United States Is making every 
reasonable effort to change Sai­ 
gon’s stand.

WASHINGTON 
(A P)- The 
space agency said today the 
Apollo 8 mission will attempt 
an orbital flight around the 
moon, 
probably during the 
Christmas holidays. 
The National Aeronautics and 
Space Administration said the 
launching from Cape Kennedy, 
Fla., for what a few years ago 
would have been pure science 
fiction, will occur no earlter 
than Dec. 21. 
This would mean the three 
Apollo 8 astronauts would spend 
Christmas Eve 
and part of 
Christmas day making the lunar 
orbits. 
NASA officials announced at a 
news conference the Apollo m is­ 
sion would be “ open-ended” — 
that is, conducted in steps re ­ 
ferred to as plateaus or “ com­ 
mit points.” 
“ Each 
plateau 
includes a 
thorough system check of crew, 
system and equipment opera­ 
tions,” officials said. 
“ Only when all conditions are 
satisfactory will the decision be 
made to commit to the next 
plateau.” 
NASA said this type of opera­ 
tion allows for various alternate 
missions, 
including 
a low, 
earth-orbit flight, a flight to a 
distance of as much as 60,000 
miles, or a flight around the 
moon. 
“ Conducting the mission in 
this manner provides both max­ 
imum crew safety and maxi­ 
mum benefits through alternate 
flight mission selection as the 
flight proceeds,” the announce­ 
ment said. 
The announcement was made 
by Dr. Thomas O. Paine, NASA 
acting administrator; Lt. Gen. 
Samuel Phillips, Apollo pro­ 
gram manager, and William 
Schneider, Apollo 8 mission 
director. 
The decision to conduct a lunar 
orbit mission followed an in­ 
tensive review under way since 
mid-August 
when NASA an­ 
nounced the lunar module would 
be flown on Apollo 9 rather than 
Apollo 8. 
“ After a careful and thorough 
examination of all systems and 
the risks and benefits involved 
in each of the mission alterna­ 
tives, we have concluded that 
we are ready to fly this ad­ 
vanced mission around 
the 
moon,” Paine said. 
“ Frank Borman and his crew 
are eager to proceed, our en­ 
gineers 
unanimously recom­ 
mend this mission, and without 
being overconfident, we believe 
that we understand the hazards 
involved and are now ready to 
take this next step forward in

East Lashed By Snow,

A pre-winter storm lashed the 
Atlantic Seaboard with snow, 
rain, flood, tides and vicious 
gale force winds which raked the 
New York City area today. 
The storm stretched from the 
Carolinas

Heavy rains and winds beat 
the coastline and deep snows 
fell in the interior mountain 
areas. 
Winds clocked at 70 miles an 
hour ripped through Atlantic 
City, N. J. , and Salisbury, Md. 
The strong gusts caused tide 
warnings to be issued for the 
Chesapeake and Delaware bays 
where waters were expected to 
rise 5 feet above normal today. 
Snow 
and driving warnings 
were issued for 14 states from 
Maine to the Carolinas. 
The 
storm’s high 
wiiws 
scared several motorists on 
New York City’s Bronx-White- 
stone Bridge. 
Police reported this morning 
that the motorists abandoned 
their automobiles and ran off 
when the bridge started to sway 
in the heavy winds. The strong 
gusts were accompanied by wet 
snow and rain. 
The bridge, which spans the 
East River between the Bronx 


and Queens, was closed to traf­ 
fic. No injuries were reported. 
Gale warnings were in effect for 
the 
metropolitan 
area with 
tides expected to be about three 
feet above normal. 
Gale force winds and rain also 
lashed New Jersey and result­ 
ed in some flooding in the Ne­ 
wark area. Trees were reported 
down along the coast and in sev­ 
eral sections of Newark. Small 
isolated failures were report­ 
ed by power companies. 
The 
storm that lashed the 
New York- New Jersey sec­ 
tions was one that moved up 
from off the North Carolina 
c o a s t . 
Earlier, the 
storm 
pounded Florida and the Carol­ 
inas and adjacent sections with 
mountainous snow, heavy rains 
and tornadoes. 
Hundreds of travelers were

Humphrey total includes 51,-

slate of Alabama electors pled­ 
ged to him. 
In 
the electoral vote count 
Nixon won 32 states with 302 
votes, Humphrey 13 states and 
the District of Columbia with 
191 and Wallace 5 states with 
45. 
The Oregon’s hotly contested 
Senate race 
incumbent Sen. 
Wayne Morse had been mathe­ 
matically eliminated by his Re­ 
publican challenger R o b e r t 
Packwood who held a 3,699 vote

Christmas holidays. 
The National Aeronautics and 
Space Administration said the 
launching from Cape Kennedy, 
Fla., for what a few years ago 
would have been pure science 
fiction, will occur no earlier 
than Dec. 21. 
This would mean the three 
Apollo 8 astronauts would spend 
Christmas Eve 
and part of 
Christmas day making the lunar 
orbits* 
^ 4 
NASA officials announced at a 
news conference the Apollo mis* 
sion would be "open-ended’* — 
that is, conducted in steps re ­ 
ferred to as plateaus or "com­ 
mit points/’ 
"Each 
plateau 
Includes a 
thorough system check of crew, 
system and equipment opera­ 
tions," officials said. 
"Only when all conditions are 
satisfactory will the decision be 
made to commit to the next 
plateau." 
NASA said this type of opera­ 
tion allows for various alternate 
missions, 
including 
a low, 
earth-orbit flight, a flight to a 
distance of as much as 60,000 
miles, or a flight around the 
moon. 
"Conducting the mission in 
this manner provides both max­ 
imum crew safety and maxi­ 
mum benefits through alternate 
flight mission selection as the 
flight proceeds," the announce­ 
ment said. 
The announcement was made 
by Dr. Thomas O. Paine, NASA 
acting administrator; Lt. Gen. 
Samuel Phillips, Apollo pro­ 
gram manager, and William 
Schneider, Apollo 8 mission 
director. 
The decision to conduct a lunar 
orbit mission followed an In­ 
tensive review under way since 
mid-August 
when NASA an­ 
nounced the lunar module would 
be flown on Apollo 9 rather than 
Apollo 8. 
"After a careful and thorough 
examination of all systems and 
the risks and benefits involved 
in each of the mission alterna­ 
tives, we have concluded that 
we are ready to fly this ad­ 
vanced mission around 
the 
moon," Paine said. 
"Frank Borman and his crew 
are eager to proceed, our en­ 
gineers 
unanimously recom­ 
mend this mission, and without 
being overconfident, we believe 
that we understand the hazards 
involved and are now ready to 
take this next step forward in 


the nation s space program. 
The astronauts will make at 
least two orbits of the earth 
to check out their spacecraft 
before starting the actual 250,- 
000 mile trek to the moon. 
Once there, the craft Is to make 
10 orbits about 70 miles from 
the surface during a 20-hour 
photography mission schedul­ 
ed to begin Christmas Eve. 
A pacific Ocean splashdown 
will end the mission Dec. 28 


after the spacecraft barrels 
through the earth's atmosphere 
at 25,000 mflaa par hour — 
twice the peed of earlier re ­ 
entries.

By THE ASSOCIATED PRESS 
The suspense was gone bid 
the task of presidential vote 
counting continued on today in 
Alaska, Maryland and Missouri 
where President-elect Richard 
M. Nixon and Hubert H. Hum­ 
phrey fought some of their clo­ 
sest contests. 
With the count down to the 
last few precincts or the final 
stacks of 
absentee 
ballots, 
Maryland appeared firmly in 
the 
Humphrey 
column while 
Alaska and Missouri had lined 
up behind Nixon. 
The latest national vote totals 
showed 
H u m p h r e y 
with 
30,760,301 or 42.97 per cent, 
Nixon with 31,065,267 or 43.46 


per cent; and third party candi­ 
date 
George C. Wallace with 
9,674,802 or 13.53 per cent. The 
Humphrey total includes 51,- 
342 votes received by a second 
slate of Alabama electors pled­ 
ged to him. 
In 
the 
electoral vote count 
Nixon won 32 states with 302 
votes, Humphrey 13 states and 
the District of Columbia with 
191 and Wallace 5 states with 
45. 
The Oregon’s hotly contested 
Senate race 
incumbent Sen. 
Wayne Morse had been mathe­ 
matically eliminated by his Re­ 
publican challenger R o b e r t 
Packwood who held a 3,699 vote 
lead and only 2,500 votes to be 


counted. 
The presidential absentee vote 
counting resumes in Missouri 
today but it was a foregone con­ 
clusion that the final tallies 
will give the state's 12 elect­ 
oral votes to Nixon. The count 
was Nixon, 784,351, to Humph­ 
rey’s 770,564, and Wallace s 
199,860. 
Nixon, who carried St. Louis 
County on election day, was ex­ 
pected to win most of the coun­ 
ty’s uncounted absentee votes. 
Humphrey was expected to poll 
a majority at the St. Louis City 
absentees, but not enough to 
overcome Nixon's 13,000 -plus 
plurality. 
With returns from 391 of 406 


precincts, Alaska reported Nix­ 
on with 36,428 votes to Hum­ 
phrey’s 34,501 and Wallace’s 
9,887 and the state's three e - 
lectoral votes 
earmarked for 
the president-elect. 
Humphrey appeared to have 
gained Maryland’s 10 electoral 
votes by a slim margin. He 
held a 17,371-vote lead over 
Nixon with about 15,000 paper 
ballots still to be counted. Hum­ 
phrey’s total was 533,045, Nix­ 
on, 515,674 and Wallace, 179,.

These events might represent 
only an accident of history, but 
they could also have caused 
some businessmen to ponder 
over their traditional and ide­ 
ological allegiance to Republi­ 
canism. 
Hubert H. Humphrey had con­ 
siderable business support in 
his presidential effort, and it 
seemed most noticeable in the 
campaign's final days.

DAR ES SALAAM, Tanzania 
(AP)— Tanzanians are begin­ 
ning to wonder how many Red 
Chinese "rail experts" it will 
take to survey the 1,000-mile 
route for a railroad between 
this East African republic and 
neighboring Zambia. 
Twice a month the liner Yao- 
hua brings more Chinese, all 
designated "engineer-survey­ 
or for the Tanzania- Zambia 
rail link." So far more than 
600 have arrived for a preli­ 
minary engineering survey. 
If they are what they claim to 
be, each man will have less than 
two miles to survey— making 
the Tan-Zam line the most 
heavily surveyed railroad in the 
world. Peking has offered to fi­ 
nance and construct it at an es­ 
timated cost of $240 million.

While the brilliant surgery 


of heart transplants continues 
with mounting success, groups 
of other physicians ceaselessly 
study the ways of predicting 
heart 
attacks 
to

A variety of methods have 
been tried and used with mod­ 
erate success to learn exactly 
how much blood goes to the 
heart through the coronary 
arteries. This valuable infor­ 
mation can now be determined 
because of a new test devised 
at the Phoenix Good Samari­ 
tan Hospital. 
Dr. Alberto Benchimol and 
his co-workers have been us­ 
ing a specially prepared green 
chemical dye which is injected 
into the blood stream and later 
removed from another blood 
vessel at regular intervals, i 
These s a m p l e s show the 
amount of “recaptured dye," 
w-hich then becomes an indica­ 
tion of the health of the heart 
circulation. 
Obstructions to the coro­ 
nary 
blood 
supply can be 
picked up by this method even 
before there are any changes 
in the electrocardiogram to in­ 
dicate heart daamge. 
Very often patients, without 
a definite diagnosis of coro­ 
nary heart disease, are admit­ 
ted to the hospital because of 
vague chest pains. Before in­ 
tensive treatm ent 
is estab­ 
lished the dye techniyue may 
help point the way to the 
proper diagnosis and treat­ 
ment. 
The use of the indocyanine 
green chemical is not danger­ 
ous and is now considered a 
valuable addition to all the 
present methods for early di­ 
agnosis of heart conditions.

WHERE NIXON MAY GO 
WASHINGTON - The Repub­ 
lican gains in House and Sen­ 
ate were superficially unim­ 
pressive. But with Richard Nix­ 
on as President, the conserva­ 
tive coalition between the com 
gressional 
Republicans 
and 
Southern and Border-state Dem­ 
ocrats will be much strengthen­ 
ed, nonetheless. 
For one thing, the more libe­ 
ral Republicans will tend to 
vote the part) line with one of 
their own party in the White 
House, whereas, in the Senate 
particularly, some of them used 
to stray pretty often. Then, too, 
Nixon cannot hope to achieve 
fairly dependable congressiom 
al 
majorities without the com 
servative 
coalition; 
and one 
may, therefore, expect 
that 
much attention will be given to 
the care and feeding of Southern 
and Border-State Senators and 
representatives. 
To gaaje the direction Nix. 
on m?.y actually take, it is es­ 
sential to start with the fore­ 
going kind of hard political fact. 
What is said at a time like this 
can be exceedingly misleading, 
as in the case of Nixon’s vice 
presidential choice before he 
made it at Miami Beach. 
As 
on that occasion, furthermore, 
Nixon's advisers are rather 
sharply divided; sc Nixon's own 
assessm ent of the facts will 
surely be decisive. 
The second fact-group to com 
sider is what may be called 
the Spiro Agnew-George Wal­ 
lace complex. 
The choice of 
Agnew instead of the widely 
predicted John Lindsay of New 
York 
caused pain and con­ 
troversy at the time. To prove 
that he was not a racist, Nixon 
was 
even driven to 
carry 
Edward Brooke around with him 
for 
a while, using the Mass­ 
achusetts Senator as a sort of 
portable human fetish. 
But the choice of Agnew, 
nonetheless signified Nixon’s 
choice of the "Southern stra­ 
tegy," which was 
advocated 
from the first to last by his 
tough and able campaign mam 
ager, John Mitchell. Further­ 
more, that choice paid off in the 
form of around 75 Southern and 
Border-State Electoral votes, 
many of which Nixon might 
otherwise have lost to Wallace. 
Nor is that all. 
Wallace’s 
final vote, thank Providence, 
was well below the vote the 
pollers were reporting in Sept­ 
ember and early October. But 
the 
Wallace 
vote was still 
enough to have transformed nor- 
row Nixon margins into solid 
Nixon margins in states that 
Nixon carried, and this vote 
was enough to have put Nixon 


ahead of Hubert H innhrey in 
a good many states that Hum­ 
phrey carried. 
Looking backward, then, the 
Agnew-Southern strategy deci­ 
sion paid off handsomely for 
the President-elect. And if you 
look forward, it is also clear 
that bringing this year's Wal­ 
lace voters into the Republican 
column in the Northern and 
Border States will be Nixon’s 
best means of attaining the 
real governing majority which 
he now lacks. 
These, again, 
are hard facts of great pre­ 
dictive power. 
These facts are far from 
meaning that the Nixon Cabinet 
will be the sort o' group that 
would be chosen by Sen. Strom 
Thurmond of South Carolina. 
Daring the Eisenhower Ad­ 
ministration, once again, fiscal 
issues alm ost invariably divid­ 
ed Nixon from the archconser­ 
vative Secretary of the Trea­ 
sury George Humphrey. For 
the Treasury, therefore, Nixon 
can be expected to search for 
one of the financial community’s 
converts to the new economics 
— someone conservative in as­ 
pect and in habit of mind, but 
different from 
George 
Hum­ 
phrey in viewpoint. 
The choices in the fiscal, 
foreign 
and 
defense 
areas 
should be enough to keep the 
moderate support that Nixon al­ 
ready has. 
He may even go 
a bit further in the liberal 
direction in the Department of 
Health, Education and W elfare, 
always provided that the man 
he chooses is not one of those 
compulsive 
"guideline - w rit­ 
e rs" Wallace was always growl­ 
ing about. 
Politically 
speaking, 
how­ 
ever, the attorney generalship 
will 
really be 
Nixon's key 
choice. Campaign manager M t- 
chell is one possibility, and 
with reason. 
For "law and 
order" are the province of the 
Justice Djpartment; and what is 
done about law and order will 
surely be Nixon’s main device 
for gaining that governing-mcj- 
ority that he must hanker for so 
strongly. 
People have not though much 
about his aspect of the m atter. 
For instance, it is still almost 
bad manners to point out that 
there are pretty certainly justa 
few 
people 
with some very 
peculiar 
connections 
in 
the 
peace movement, in the faro u t 
youth movement and among the 
black militants. 
Yet Nixon's rise began with 
the 
peculiar 
connections 
of 
Alger H iss. 
And this matter 
that people have not thought 
about may well make a lot of 
noise before all Is over.

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WASHINGTON - It’s clear 
to those who read the secret 
uispatches that the American 
election played a part In the 
timing of the bombing halt. 
The South Vietnamese wanted 
to elect Nixon and tried to 
delay. The Russians figured 
Nixon would win so they p e r­ 
suaded the North Vietnamese 
to make their move before the 
election on the assumption it 
would be easier to deal with 
Lyndon Johnson than Nixon. 
The Russians became convin­ 
ced in September that Nixon 
would win the election. T here­ 
fore they persuaded Hanoi that 
they would get the most favor­ 
able term s by seeking an agree­ 
ment during the campaign. They 
argued that President Johnson 
should l>e willing to end the 
bombing in order to help elect 
Hubert Humphrey. 
Once the United States started 
down the road to peace, Soviet 
diplomats lelt, Nixon would be 
unable to turn back. 
The first break came on Oct. 
9 when the North Vietnamese 
made cautious overtures to the 
United States at Paris. Even­ 
tually this led to the bombing 
halt which President Johnson 
announced on Oct. 31. 
The South Vietnamese also 
had the American election in 
mind, however, when they re ­ 
fused to participate in the new 
peace negotiations. They re ­ 
membered 
that Nixon, when 
Vice President in 1954, had 
favored sending U. S. ground 
troops to what was then French 
Indo-China and they figured he 
would 
take 
a harder line as 
President and save them from 
making the concessions which 
Johnson 
was 
demanding. So 
their leaks about the bombing 
pause and their refusal to at­ 
tend the Paris talks were in­ 
tended to prevent Humphrey 
from getting any political m ile­ 
age from the bombing pause. 
Now that the bombing has been 
stopped, the President next will 
push ahead and seek a cease­ 
fire. He is ready to scale down 
the fighting in South Vietnam 
as fast as the enemy will do 


the sam e. He is keeping Nixon 
informed of these moves in 
considerable detail. 


THE ENEMY SUBSIDES 
Reconnaissance planes 
and 
spy satellites are now keeping 
an hour-by-hour check on m il­ 
itary movements in North Viet­ 
nam. Electronic devices, infra­ 
red cam eras and other secret 
gadgets are also monitoring the 
movement down the infiltration 
loutes 
into 
South Vietnam. 
President Johnson has assured 
his m ilitary commanders that 
he will resume the bombing 
if North Vietnam takes advanta­ 
ge of the moratorium by building 
up Its strength in the south but 
it looks as if this would not be 
necessary. 
Here is the military picture 
today: 
Enemy infiltration south has 
dwindled from 
25,000 men in 
July to 2,000 men moving south 
in October. Five of the seven 
North Vietnamese divisions in 
the south have also pulled back 
across the border. The dem ili­ 
tarized zone has been cleared of 
North Vietnamese units. There 
are no enemy concentrations 
within 50 miles of Saigon. 
Gen. Creighton Abrams, 
the 
American commander, has ac­ 
knowledged that a serious ene­ 
my offense is now impossible 
and that the enemy can no long­ 
er build up for a surprise a t­ 
tack without our knowledge. Hit 
-and-run guerrilla attacks can 
be expected to continue, but it 
would seem that North Vietnam 
is moving in good faith towards 
a truce. 


TRAVELING IN COMFORT 
Three Air Force generals who 
like to travel in comfort have 
fixed up a C-135 transport plane 
with a plush, new interior for 
their personal use. They are: 
Generals James Ferguson, Jack 


M errell 
and 
Harry 
Golds­ 
worthy. 
They sent the plane, serial 
number 6122663, to Tinker Air 
Force Base, Oklahoma, for re ­ 
modeling. There they ordered

installed sound-proofing, inter­ 
ior walls, overhead lighting, 
bunks, reupholstered seats and 
an easy chair and table. The 
plane is also being fitted with 
new navigational and electronic 
gear. 
The Air Force, when queried, 
stated that the generals had 
ijcrounged 
interior 
fixtures 
from scrapped Air Force planes 
and that they would be pt rm it - 
ted to use the plane only on 
authorized, official trips. 


RACE TO MOON 
America’s astronauts are ea­ 
ger to accept whatever personal 
risk is necessary to beat the 
Russians around the moon. 
Space officials are now try ­ 
ing to make up their minds whe­ 
ther to take a chance on a man­ 
ned flight to the moon and back 
next month. The safest course 
would be one simple swing a - 
round the moon. But the astro­ 
nauts would like to make sever­ 
al orbits of the moon before 
heading back to earth. This 
could be dangerous. 
However, the astronauts be­ 
lieve it’s worth the risk. Space 
officials have promised to make 
a decision this week, probably 
today. 


DIPLOMATIC POUCH 
Another crisis may be brewing 
in Berlin. Intelligence reports 
warn that the East Germans will 
begin by increasing red tape and 
obstructing the flow of traffic 
into Berlin. Several Pentagon 
generals have urged the Joint 
Chiefs of Staff that we rush 
another American battalion or 
two into Berlin as a show of 
strength. . .The Russians are 
having almost as much trouble 
with Czech students 
as 
New 
York had with University of Co­ 
lumbia students or as President 
Diaz Ordaz had with Mexican 
students. There isn’t much Rus­ 
sian trops can do with student 
dem onstrators, 
unless 
they 
want to engage in wholesale 
shooting. It was kepa secret, 
but 130 Mexican students were 
killed by the Mexican army be­ 
fore student riots in Mexico 
were finally suppressed.

Rad Bluff’s second congress for Community Progress hare 
Saturday of this week presents those of us who live here with an 
unequaled opportunity for stock taking and planning and for plan - 
ning the kind of a c immunity we want ours to be. We should take 
full advantage of It. And when the Congress is over, we should 
keep right on the job to sea that something is done about it. 


Planning for Red Bluff's future doesn't require such an 
event as this Congress, of course. But the Congress is an ex­ 
cellent idea, capable of getting a community concensus in a hur- 
i y, and, vjulte likeh, bringing to attention proposals which might 
never have been uncovered otherwise. 


That, we hope, will be of inestimable value to our city plan­ 
ning commission and our city council, and perhaps to non­ 
government civic organizations, too. The more of us who take 
part, the more value it will be. For if the decisions reached in 
the Congress reflect the views of large numbers of the com­ 
munity's citizens, the public bodies can proceed with confidence, 
knowing they have public support. 


The opportunin presented by this second c :ongress tor Com­ 
munity Progress la both wide and deep. It perm its us to consid­ 
er an unlimited range of ideas, some of present but perhaps tran s­ 
ient value, some aimed at the near and even distant future. And 
it perm its us to delve into causes and consequences, to decide 
what we want to give up for something better. 


These congresses have been going on for several years now, 
sparked by Pacific Gas and Electric Company and organized by 
chambers of commerce. They have been eminently successful. 
Out of 20 proposals advanced at Red Bluff's first congress, 18 
have been fully or partially realized. 


But the opportunity for yet bigger accomplishments is here. 
We should take part wholeheartedly, and we should not be afraid 
to attempt the bright, alluring seemingly impossible as well as 
the immediately practical.

WHERE NIXON MAY GO 
WASHINGTON - The Repub­ 
lican gains In House and Sen* 
ate were superficially isiim* 
pressive. But with Richard Nix* 
on as President, the conserva* 
tive coalition between the con* 
gressional 
Republicans 
and 
Southern and Bord?r-state Dem­ 
ocrats will be much strengthen­ 
ed, nonetheless. 
For one thing, the more libe­ 
ral Republicans will tend to 
vote the party line with one of 
their own party in the White 
House, whereas, in the Senate 
particularly, some of them used 
to stray pretty often. Then, too, 
Nixon cannot hope to achieve 
fairly dependable congression­ 
al 
m ajorities without the con­ 
servative 
coalition; 
and one 
may, therefore, expect 
that 
much attention will be given to 
the care and feeding of Southern 
and Border-State Senators and 
representatives. 
To gaaje the direction Nix­ 
on m?y actually take, it is es­ 
sential to start with the fore­ 
going kind of hard political fact. 
What is said at a time like this 
can be exceedingly misleading, 
as in the case of Nixon’s vice 
presidential choice before he 
made it at Miami Beach. 
As 
oil that occasion, furtherm ore, 
Nixon’s advisers are rather 
sharply divided; so Nixon’s own 
assessm ent of the facts will 
surely be decisive. 
The second f act-group to con­ 
sider is what may be called 
the Spiro Agnew-George Wal­ 
lace complex. 
The choice of 
A gnew instead of the widely 
predicted John Lindsay of Now 
York 
caused 
pain and con­ 
troversy at the tim e. To prove 
that he was not a racist, Nixon 
was 
even driven to 
carry 
Edward Brooke around with him 
for 
a while, using the Mass­ 
achusetts Senator as a sort of 
portable human fetish. 
But the choice of Agnew, 
nonetheless signified Nixon’s 
choice of the “ Southern stra­ 
tegy,” which was 
advocated 
from the first to last by his 
tough and able campaign man­ 
ager, John Mitchell. Further­ 
m ore, that choice paid off in the 
form of around 75 Southern and 
Border-State Electoral votes, 
many of wnich Nixon might 
otherwise have lost to Wallace. 
Nor is that all. 
Wallace’s 
final vote, thank Providence, 
was well below the vote the 
pollers were reporting in Sept­ 
em ber and early October. But 
the 
Wallace 
vote was still 
enough to have transformed nor- 
row Nixon margins into solid 
Nixon margins in states that 
Nixon carried, and this vote 
w 13 enough to have put Nixon 


m eal of Hubert H inohrey in 
a good many states that Hum­ 
phrey carried. 
Looking backward, then, the 
Agnew-.Southern strategy deci­ 
sion paid off handsomely for 
the President-elect. And if you 
look forward, it is also clear 
that bringing this year’s Wal­ 
lace voters into toe Republican 
column in the Northern and 
Border States will be N.xon’s 
best moans of attaining the 
real governing majority which 
he now lacks. 
These, again, 
are hard facts of great pre­ 
dictive power. 
These facts are far from 
meaning that the Nixon Cabinet 
will be the sort o! group that 
would be chosen by Sen. Strom 
Thurmond of South Carolina. 
Daring the Eisenhower Ad­ 
ministration, once again, fiscal 
issues almost invariably divid­ 
ed Nixon from the archconser­ 
vative Secretary of the Trea­ 
sury George Humphrey. For 
the Treasury, therefore, Nixon 
can be expected to search for 
one of the financial community ’s 
converts to the new economics 
— someone conservative in as­ 
pect and in habit of mind, but 
different from 
George 
Hum­ 
phrey in viewpoint. 
The choices in the fiscal, 
foreign 
and 
defense 
areas 
should be enough to keep the 
moderate support that Nixon al­ 
ready has. 
He may even go 
a bit further in the liberal 
direction in the Department of 
Health, Education and Welfare- 
always provided that the man 
he chooses is not one of those 
compulsive 
“ guideline - writ­ 
e rs” Wallace was always growl­ 
ing about. 
Politically 
speaking, 
how­ 
ever, the attorney generalship 
will 
really be 
Nixon’s key 
choice. Campaign manager 
che 11 is one possibility, and 
with reason. 
For “ law and 
order” are the province of the 
Justice Department; and what is 
done about law and order will 
surely be Nixon’s main device 
for gaining that governing-maj- 
ority that he must hanker for so 
strongly. 
People have not though much 
about his aspect of the matter. 
For instance, it is stiU almost 
bad manners to point out that 
there are pretty certainly justa 
few 
people with some very 
peculiar 
connections 
in the 
peace movement, in the far-out 
youth movement and among the 
black militants. 
Yet Nuton’s rise began with 
the 
peculiar 
connections 
of 
Alger Hiss. 
And this matter 
that people have not thought 
about may well make a lot o! 
noise before all is over. 


WASHINGTON - IF» clear 
to those who reed the »*cret 
uispatches that the American 
election played a part In the 
I M * of the bombing halt. 
The South Vietnamese wanted 
to elect Nixon and tried to 
delay. The Ruaaiana figured 
Nixon would win ao they p er­ 
suaded the North Vietnamese 
to make their move before the 
election on the aaaumptton It 
would be eaaler to deal with 
Lyndon Johnson than Nixon. 
The Russians became convin­ 
ced in September that Nixon 
would win the election. T here­ 
for# they persuaded Hanoi that 
they would get the moat favor­ 
able term s by seeking an agree­ 
ment during the campaign. They 
argued that President Johnson 
should i»e willing to end the 
bombing in order to help elect 
Hubert Humphrey. 
Once the United States started 
down the road to peace. Soviet 
diplomats (elt, Nixon would be 
unable to turn back. 
The first break came on Oct. 
9 when the North Vietnamese 
made cautious overtures to the 
United States at P aris. Even­ 
tually this led to the bombing 
halt which President Johnson 
announced on Oct. 3 i. 
The South Vietnamese also 
had the American election in 
I mind, however, when they re ­ 
fused to participate in the new 
peace negotiations. They re ­ 
membered 
that 
Nixon, when 
Vice President in 1954, had 
favored sending U. S. ground 
troops to what was then French 
Indo-China and they figured he 
would 
take 
a harder line as 
President and save them from 
making the concessions which 
Johnson 
was demanding. So 
their leaks about the bombing 
pause and their refusal to at­ 
tend the Paris talks were in­ 
tended to prevent Humphrey 
from getting any political mile­ 
age from the bombing pause. 
Now that the bombing has been 
stopped, the President next will 
push ahead and seek a cease­ 
fire. He is ready to scale down 
the fighting in South Vietnam 
as fast as the enemy will do 


the sam e. He la keeping Nixon 
informed of these moves in 
considerable detail. 


THE ENEMY SUBSIDES 
Reconnaissance planes 
and 
spy satellites are now keeping 
an hour-by-hour check on m il­ 
itary movement# in North Viet­ 
nam. Elect ionic devices,infra­ 
red cameras and other secret 
gadgets are also monitoring the 
movement down the infiltration 
loutea 
into 
South Vietnam. 
President Johnson has assured 
his military commanders that 
he will resume the bombing 
if North Vietnam takes advanta­ 
ge of the moratorium by building 
up its strength in the south but 
It looks as if this would not be 
necessary. 
Here Is the m ilitary picture 
today: 
Enemy infiltration south has 
dwindled from 
25,000 men in 
July to 2,000 men moving south 
in October. Five of the seven 
North Vietnamese divisions in 
the south have also pulled back 
across the border. The dem ili­ 
tarized zone has been cleared of 
North Vietnamese units. There 
are no enemy concentrations 
within 50 miles of Saigon. 
Gen. Creighton Abrams, 
the 
American commander, has ac­ 
knowledged that a serious ene­ 
my offense Is now impossible 
and that the enemy can no long­ 
e r build up for a surprise a t­ 
tack without our knowledge. Hit 
-and-run guerrilla attacks can 
be expected to continue, but it 
would seem that North Vietnam 
is moving in good faith towards 
a truce.

They sent toe plane, serial 
number 6122663, to Tinker Air 
Force Base, Oklahoma, for re ­ 
modeling. There they ordered 


installed sound-proofing, inter- f 
lor walls, overhead lighting, 
bunks, reupholstered neats and 
an easy chair and table. The 
plane la also being ftttgtf M B 
new navigational and electronic 
gear. 
The Air Force, when queried, 
stated that the generals had 
f.croviged 
interior 
fixtures 
from s c ra p p e d Air Force plane» 
and that they would be pt 
tut­ 
ted to use the plane only on 
authorized, official trips. 


RACE TO MOON 
America’s astronauts are ea­ 
ger to accept whatever personal 
risk is necessary to beat the 
Russians around the moon. 
Space officials are now try ­ 
ing to make ig> their minds whe­ 
ther to take a chance on a man­ 
ned flight to the moon and beck 
next month. The safest course 
would be one simple swing a - 
round the moon. But the astro ­ 
nauts would like to make sever­ 
al orbits of the moon before 
heading back to earth. This 
could be dangerous. 
However, the astronauts be­ 
lieve it's worth the risk. Space 
officials have promised to make 
a decision this week, probably 
today. 
DIPLOMATIC POUCH 
Another crisis may be brewing 
in Berlin. Intelligence reports 
warn that the East Germans will 
begin by Increasing red tape and 
obstructing the flow of traffic 
into B erlin. Several Pentagon 
generals have urged the Joint 
Chiefs of Staff that we rush 
another American battalion or 
two into Berlin as a show of 
strength. . .The Russians are 
having almost as much trouble 
with Czech students 
as 
New 
York had with University of Co­ 
lumbia students or as President 
Diaz Ordaz had with Mexican 
students. There isn’t much Rus­ 
sian trops can do with student 
dem onstrators, 
unless 
they 
want to engage in wholesale 
shooting. It was kepa secret, 
but 130 Mexican students were 
killed by the Mexican army be­ 
fore student riots in Mexico 
were finally suppressed.
